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FOREWORD 


The annotated bibliography of Indian Library Literature is a 
welcome addition to the literature on library science in India and 
Mr RG Prasher must be congratulated for its compilation. Though 
there had been some early efforts at documentation of Indian 
library literature, but those efforts had not been very serious and 
much of the Indian library science literature had not been included 
in them. Even the bibliographies and abstracts on library science 
published in Great Britain and America have not fully covered the 
literature of library science being produced in India. Mr Prasher 
has, for the first time in India, covered the university dissertations in 
library science, found at least in two library science schools in India 
where much of the research work in Indian librarianship had been 
carried out. These dissertations had been lying practically unknown 
in the archives of the library science schools, though many of them 
could be regarded as distinct contributions to librarianship. 
Mr Prasher has covered the period from 19,55 to date and this is the 
period of most fruitful activities and development in the sphere of 
library activities in India, for it was during this period that Indian 
libraries and librarians really awakened from their slumber to 
their role in the development ofthe country and to their contribution 
towards the advancement of knowledge. It was during this period 
that librarianship really emerged as full-fledged discipline in 
India and came to be recognised at par with traditional disciplines. 
The University Grants Commission and various other educatio- 
nal and cultural bodies gave all support to the development of 
libraries as a part of cultural and academic life. The literature 
on libraries and library development and the reports on them 
have aslo been compiled and published by the Govt, of India and 
other provincial governments. 

Mr Prasher has given over 3,500 references often with anno- 
tations and abstracts so that the student may be able to know whether 
or not he has to refer to the original for detailed information. The 
bibliography, because it includes a comprehensive list of subject 
jiibliographies too, should not be regarded as being of the interest 
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to the library science students alone and could be also of interest 
to those students who have to carry on advance studies or research 
in any particular subject and wish to know what bibliographies 
in which information of their interest could legitimately be found. 

I think that this Bibliography will be welcomed by large number 
of library science students who can really find all the information 
they wish in a handy volume without having to wander through 
shelves of abstracts and indexes. Mr Prasher had been engaged 
on the project for quite a long time and had visited many libraries 
and collections to study their holdings and J think that his labours 
will contribute to the furtherance of the cause of librarianship and 
development of knowledge in India.

PREFACE 


The handing down of cumulative human knowledge to the 
later generations either by the word of mouth or in graphic form 
is of very great importance for further development. The very 
existence of written records demands that they should be listed 
somewhere and thus their existence acknowledged. And if this 
listing is done in a systematic way, we can have some bibliographical 
control over the ever-expanding and multidimensional graphic 
knowledge and put it in use for further human development. It 
was with this idea that 1 started work on the present Bibliography, 


This Bibliography covers the books and periodical literature 
on library science exhaustively and extensively, particularly from 
1955 to the present year. Besides, it includes almost all known 
Indian bibliographical sources and all available Indian indexing and 
abstracting services. Book trade, so far as it is concerned with 
the library profession, is also covered. 


The references arc prepared according to well recognised national 
and international practices which are being followed by the INSDOC 
& UNESCO for the compilation of their bibliographies. The 
abbreviations for the serial publications aie on the same pattern 
as given in the World List of Scientific Periodicals. The entries 
in the text are arranged according to the Dewey Decimal 
Scheme of Classification with its schedules extended to meet the 
needs of the Bibliography. Since this tool will be used mostly by 
the library profession, the call numbers in their notational form 
have been retained along with the headings they represent. The 
entries are serially numbered as is done in any other scholarly bib- 
liography, for immediate retrieval of the references. Some 15 per 
cent references have appropriate annotations which aie omitted 
where contents are obvious from the title. Both Subject and 
Author Indexes have also been provided, 
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In this age of 'bibliographical control’ perhaps this 
Bibliography is the first serious effort in documenting the literature 
in the field of library science in India. A mimeographed biblio- 
graphy of Indian Library Literature compiled by Prof P N Kaula 
of BHU in 1956 did not go beyond 22 pages and was hardly ex- 
haustive, completely omitting the periodical literature which is so 
important. A K Dasgupta’s: An essay in persona! hihliography 
concerned itself solely with Dr Ranganalhan. The Impex: Reference 
catalogue of Indian books which appeared in 1960 and which was 
an important retrospective book-trade bibliography could hunt 
only about 20 references on library science. Dr Jagdish S. Sharma 
of Panjab University made two of his students to compile separate 
bibliographies on this subject during 1963 and 1964 sessions but 
these were amateur efforts made to fulfil the requirements for the 
B. Lib. Sc. degree rather than to help the profession and the 
research scholars. These two dissertations arc now lying in 
typescript form in the archives of the Panjab University Library. 

Students of M. Lib. Sc., of which there arc so many now, waste 
much of their valuable time in tracing various references for their 
Literature Survey Paper and even then they are not sure that they 
have found all what they wanted to because of the absence of a 
comprehensive bibliographical tool. And same is the case with 
B, Lib. Sc. students who arc required to write a Term Paper. Teach- 
ers of library science have their own dilficultics. In the discussion 
method which is being popularised these days, they are to give a 
seleclivc bibliography on the topics to be discussed. And they use 
the Library Literature (US) and Library Science Abstracts (UK) 
with scant coverage of Indian library literature, to compile their 
bibliographies for the students. Same is the difficulty with the 
research scholars. I myself have faced these difficulties, both as a 
student and as a teacher of library science. I had all this also in 
my mind when I took up this project and I have now endeavoured 
to solve a genuine problem still facing us today. 

1 owe a deep debt of gratitude to Dr M S Randhawa, our 
Vice-Chancellor, for his appreciation of this work and permission 
to publish this Bibliography. 1 have respectfully dedicated this 
Bibliography to Dr Randhawa for his scholarship and his kppn 
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interest in libraries. I am also indebted to my teacher, Prof T P 
Saxena, University Librarian, Punjab Agricultural University, 
Ludhiana, for his many useful suggestions and for writing a fore- 
word to this Bibliography. Further 1 want to record my thanks 
to a number of friends who have helped me to make this book 
and particularly: to Dr Jagdish S. Sharma, University Librarian 
and Head of Department of Library Science, Panjab University, 
Chandigarh, for giving me useful tips and for providing me all the 
facilities at the Panjab University Library; to Mr S S Lai for reading 
a part of the manuscript; to Miss Kamal Palhak for helping me in 
the collection of material and to Mr R K Jain, Managing Director, 
Today & Tomorrow’s Printers & Publishers, for his keen interest 
in the production of this Bibliography.
